“THE PROBLEMS OF SURPLUS 
“~ “TONNAGE. * an 


FREIGHTS AND CHARTERS. 


The problems arising out of the 
fact that there is more tonnage 
afloat than Is‘actually required for 
the world’s trade are manifold, and 
innumerable attempts, particularly 
in respect of laying-up vessels, have 
been made to solve them, but hither- 
to without success. The subject 
is ‘ably dealt with in the current 
issue of the Baltic and White Sea 
-Gonference Circular by Mr. J. F. 
Myhre, who was for many years the 
general manager of that organisa- 
tion and who is fitted by his Jong 
experience and proved ability to dis- 
cuss such an: important question. 

A Barometric Index. * 

The freight market, he points out, 
is a barometric -index of the men- 
tality of shipowners, When freights 
are good they are in high glee and 
not much concerned about the fu- 
ture; nor are they very particular 
about the terma of charter. They 
are even generous and donot so 
much mind extra costs. being {m- 
posed on them, evidence of which 
was provided during the war, Un- 
fortunately, however, although 
freights do not always keep on a 
high level, obnoxious charter, con- 
ditions remain, When rates fall, 
owners ate often placed in the 
awkward predicament of not know- 
ing whether.to employ their ships 
or not, and it is then that they are 
confronted with the laying-up pro- 


blem, ; . 
", Coal Strike's Effect 


The British coal strike, states Mr, |’ 


Myhre, és stil Ifresh in mind, and 
it is generally ‘admitted that it ex- 
erelsed such a stimulating effect 
on the freight market ha some own- 
ers profited by it, in spite of the 
cost of bunkers. There was then 
no' question of laying-up, but the 
shortage of tonnage for pressing re- 
quirements Was only caused by the 
diversion of shipping from regular 
to irregular routes. In other words, 
the coal strike was a flare-yp of .an 
artificial nature, and proof of this 
iy provided by the fact that since 
then matters have tended to drift 
towards the previous state of de- 
pression, owners being once again 
faced with the spectre of laying- 
up, 2 oe 
Schemes for Relief. 

Mr. Myhre then reviews the many 
discussions which have centred 
round this problem since its first 
appearance at the Hamburg meeting 
of the Conference in 1907, He men-! 
the compensation scheme 
which was then rejected; the ideas 
pul forward by Mr. L, Macarthy, of 
Newcastle, in 1909; Sir William 
Noble’s compensation project which 
was under considerstion when war 
broke out; and the reappearance of 
the question at the 1925 general 
meeting in Oslo. - 

Since then the proposals put for- 
ward by Mr. C. Anderson, of Copen- 
hagen, ‘havé been carefully studied, 
but they have not yet passed the 
suggestions 
for scrapping unwanted tonnage 
have.also been considered at various | 
times, as well as others for restrict- 
ing shipbuiiding output by -prevail- 
ing on the Governments in the vari- 


ing subsidies to the yards. 
A Practical Solution, 

In reply to the question, What 
‘ean be done to solve the problem? 
Mr. Myhre first disposes of the 
maxim relating to. the survival of 
the fittest, showihg how this can- 
not apply in shipping. Croat 

He then states that, in his opin- 
fon, there ig a practical solution, and 
that the fundamental principle of it 
must:be some form of compensation. 
Asan example, he quotes the system 
of insuring ‘the’ proprietors of 
hotises against losses sustained by 
failure to secure tenants, which has 
been working satisfactorily for 
years in many parts of Sandinavia, 
and gives it a3 his view that similar 
methods could easily be adopted in 
the shipping industry. . i ‘ 

The task, he admits, bristles with 
diffeulties, but he does not ° think 
that any of such obstacles are in- 
surmountable. Once a solid basis 
could ‘be Inid down, and it could be 
agreed that all owners, irrespective 
of trade or nationality, have a com- 


{mon interest in finding the solution 


to. this problem, the settlement of 
the many details should be com- 
paratively easy. Having thus clear- 
ly defined his own views, Mr, Myhre 
wisely leaves the. subject open 
to discussion, in the’ obvious! hope 
that some practical steps may be 
taken along the Hines indicated.

END OF A GLORIOUS ERA. , 

Most of the ficot. of sailing ships, 
homeward bound with Australian 
grain, must by now have rounded 
Cape Horn. The majority of: . the 
18 are somewhere’ on the oceans 
between: those grim latitudes and 
the English Channel and already a 
few' of them should have left '‘fly- 
ing fish weather” behind, 

Some of them left their ports so 
nearly together that something of 
the’ excitement of a race attends 
their long passage home. ‘Ponape’ 
and Hougomont left on January 8 
and 4 respectively, and were follow- 
ed on January 8 by Archibald Rus- 
sell, One of these three should be 
the first to reach a Britiah port, 
for Killoran, the next ship fo leave, 
did not sail until January 22, 

“Ponape” is an Italian steel four- 
masted barque of 2,464 tons. Hou- 
gomont,.a steel four-masted barque 
of 2,428 tons, is British-built. al- 
though now she flies the Finnish 
flag. “Killotan,” 1,767 tons, [3 also 


.a British built vessel, and she, too, 


is Finnish-owned.. 
The Last Two. 4 
Out of tha whole 13 only one 
ship still flles tht Red Ensign, 
although ten of them were British- 
built. She isthe “William Mitchell” 
—one of the two remaining ships 
sailing under the British flag. The

But that word “home” has borne 
a rather melancholy significance for 
British sailing ships during the past 
decade, One after another, their 
voyages completed, they were sent 
to the scrappers or gold: abroad 
when they returned to ‘their home 
ports.’ The number dwindled rapid- 
ly. Not many months ago people 
interested in marine matters were 
talking of “the Last. Five” and 
speculating. as to their destiny.

In recent years it has become in- 
creasingly difficult for a British 
seiling ship to secure a profitable 
freight in face of steamship com- 
petition, It isnot easy.in the Bal- 
tic, whither so many of our old 
ships have been, exiled. The big 
fleet of wind-jammers now making 
for home owe their chance to the 
dispute between the grain growers 
and the steamship companies, and 
so .their owners’ are having one 
more “run for their money.”

the military correspondent of the’ 


“Daily Telezraph,” is curious in 
itself, because it is hardly usual, 
to transfer an officer. from one 
command to another of, the same 
degree and nature—but still more 
curious, because the War Office 
officially announced some months 
ago that Colonel J. F. C- Fuller, 
C.B.E., D.S.0., the famous expert 
in mechanical warfare; had been 
appointed ‘to command the 7th 
Infantry Brigade at Tidworth, in 
succession to Colonel H, N. Jack- 
son.” This’ announcement has 
never been cancelled, so that the 
new one creates a disquieting 
sense of mystery, und appears to 
give colour: to rumours which 
have been current in military 
circles of a hitch, if not a break- 
down, in the scheme for an experi- 
mental mechanical brigade, which 
was intended to shed light on the 
urgent problem.of mechanisation 


‘and to provide a plan-on which 
to build the mechanised: army of |: 


the future. 

As long ago as March, 1926, 
when introducing the previous 
Army Estimates, the Secretary of 
State for. War announced that 
such an experimental force was to 
be formed. ‘But the summer and 
training season , of 1926 passed 
without any sign of it. At last, 
in the ‘autumn, came word that 
garages were being built at Tid- 
worth, and that Colonel Fuller 
had been selected to command 
the force, 2 choice .so obviously 
apt as to’ be an apparent guar- 


antee, that this vital problem of: 


mechanisation was being tackled 
in earnest. The demonstration 'to 
the Dominion Premiers in Novem- 
ber, when the War Office disclosed 
their. whole hand of mechanical 
trumps, seemed to set the seal on 
their intention. 


But when, a few weeks. later, 
the official announcement of 
Colonel Fuller’s appointment was 
issued, its wording created a cer- 
tain perplexity, for, instead of 
mentioning the . Experimental 
Mechanical Force, it merely said 
“to command the 7th Infantry 
Brigade at Tidworth.” ~ An in- 
fantry brigade was:obviously not 
a mechanical force, and even if 
the odd mechanical units near 
Tidworth were to be tacked on, it 
would not be an organised unit. 
A mixture of the latest cross- 
country machines with foot-slog- 
ging infantry. hardly. promised 
well for experimental value—re- 
callmg the old proverb of new 
wine in old bottles, But .the 
actual announcement did not even 
convey that these mechanical 
units were: being incorporated in 
the 7th Infantry Brigade. 
-Such doubts as to what was 
actually intended lingerad unti: 
they were apparently set at rest 
by the issue, on March 8, of the 
Secretary of State’s explanatory 
memorandum with the Army 
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| “arrangements have been made to| 


assemble in. the Salisbury ‘Plain 
area: an experimental mechanical 
force, , composed © of» entirely 
mechanised units... . whose 
primary function will be to study 
the tactical employment and the 
organisation of a Highly mobile 
force of this, nature. It is hoped 
that by the end of the year con- 
siderable progress will have. been 
made” ; 

Four days later,’ In his speech 
introducing thé Army Estimates, 
the Secretary ‘of State. was atill 
more definite—“An experimental 
force ig being formed” at :Tid- 
worth composed ‘of: completely 
mechanised units. It’ ‘comprises 
one tank battalion, one armoured 
ear company, afield brigade R.A., 
a pack|battery: R.A, a field'com- 
pany B.E., a signal unit, and one 
infantry battalion, re-equipped as 
a machine-gun battalion’ with 36 
machine-guns. The force will be 
placed under ‘the command of an 


officer who has made ‘a special bi 


study. of, mechanical , warfare.” 
Nothing could’ be more definite 
than this statement on the essen- 
tial facts that it was a separate 
organised force, and composed of 
entirely mechanised units; the re- 
ference tothe officer chosen to 
command was equally clear. Yet 
only six weeks have passed and 
an announcement comes which is 
in flat contradiction of all these 
points. The 7th Infantry Brigade 
is again referred ‘to and not a 
mechanical force, and a fresh 
officer is announced to command, 
to-whom the description © in the 
War Minister's speech obviously 
does not apply. 


.Has the scheme broken down, 
or was the formation of such a], 
force no more than a figure of 
speech? Parliament and_ the 
public already uneasy over the ill- 
conceived affair of the Territorial

aged sixteen, : :

whole family on Good Friday 

sent an application for reprieve 
to the Home Sccretary, who re- 
plied personally. “ 

A crowd of about 200’ assem- 
bled outside the prison just before 
eight o'clock, but it is not believed 
any of the condemned man’s rela- 
tives were among them. | .

Relented and Saw Relatives. 

Knighton had retained a hope 
that. the sentence would not be 
carried out. .Higs hopes dashed, he 
became’ despondent, and for a 
time he refused to see’ relatives 
who had called at the prison.to 
say a last good-bye, 

A letter from them was taken 
to him, it is stated, but he still 
refused to see them, 

Eventually, however, he relent- 
ed and saw his two sisters. They 
said that he was “fairly cheerful.”

ST. JOHN AMBULANCE 
WORK. 


THURSDAY'S ENTERTAINMENT,

by the St. John’s Ambulance -Bri- 
gade is being given this (Thurs-

The object is to entertain ‘the 
principal military and naval officers 
now in the Colony (about 200 seats 
will be available), 1 number of the 
leading European and Chinese resi- 
dents, ' and 500 non-commissioned 
officers and men (gelected by the’ 
ofticers concerned) from the Forces 
now in the Colony.

In connection with this theatri- 
cal performance, it is interesting to 
note that the: St, John Ambulance 
Assocation and Brigade have their] 
origin im ‘the ‘Order of St. John 
the most ancient Order of chivalry 
‘~-which was in existence at . the 
time of ‘the crusades. 

The Order developed round a 
hospital im Jerusalem in 1087 but 
when the Christians were driven 
from Jerusalem in 1187 the Order 
of St. John became established in 
Rhodes, The, Knights withstood 
the forces of Islam for 200 years, 
and in 1840 defeated the Turks. 
In 1522 the Knights were compell- 
ed to settle down in Malta and re- 
mained there for nearly 400 years. 

Barly in the nineteenth, century 
the English branch of the Order 
was revived and in 1888 the status 
of the Order was confirmed by 
Queen Victoria. ‘ ' 

Historical, Background. 

Such is the gredt background of 
history from.which the St. John 
Ambulance Association and — the 
St. John Ambulances Brigade have 
evolved, and. never surely. had.-a 
good cause such inspiring mem- 
ories.to draw upon. 

Although it was not until 1877 
that the St. John Ambulance As- 
sociation officially ‘came into ‘exis- 
tence us a department of.the Or- 
der of St. John, the revived Order 
had ‘shown much interest in Am- 
bulancé work prior to that date, 
and many members enrolled in the 

British National Aid Society, which 
was formed during ‘the 
German war. Following the ad- 
vent of the St. John Ambulance 
Association, there.was a great ad- 
vance in First Aid work, the am- 
bulance instruction classes of. the 
Association being especially yopu- 
tur in the mining areas of Derby- 
shire and Nottingham. 

-In 1879 the first manual of am- 
bulance instruction was. published, 
and it was found necessary -to 
establish a stores depot. at; St. 
John’s Gate, from which ‘ambulance 
appliances and materials. could be 
obtained. In the “same “year ‘ar-| 
rangements were also made for the 
candidates who had oft. ained: the 
certificate to mairitain and improve 
their efficiency by’ passi 
re-examinationa, 
were awarded to candidates who 
had twice undergone, an annual re- 
examination. ” : :
